A Sketch of Owens-—Settie’'s Chances—

Dispatches from towns in the Ashland Dis- 
trict up tos p. m.to-day indicate that Owens 
is making a mucb better race than the 
Breckinridge forces expected be world. 

Owens is reported running abead of Breck- 
inridge in the latter's chief stronghola, 
Bourbon County, and is sweeping every- 
thing at Frankfort. 

The estimate of the vote of Frankfort at 
1p. m. was Owens, 852; Brecainridge, 51; 
Settle, 22. Breckinridge was running ahead 
in Woodford County and reported as carry- 
ing Lexington by two to one over Owens. 

Cha lenging at polis je unexpectedly light 
and very few votes have been rejected. At 
Lexington a meeting was held at noon, at- 
tended ty over 100, mostly ladies, at Morris 
Chapel.

Lexixoror, Ry. Sept. 15.—The primary 
Democratic election in this Congressional 
Gistrict which ends to-day has been one of 
the bitterest contests in American history. 
For months the contest has waged. Every 
hamlet and town, every rostrum and pulpit, 
every hilland dale in this district has re- 
sounded with churges and countercharges, 
with appealsfor sympathy and appeals for 
retribution. 

W. C. Owens, considered the man most 
likely to defeat Breckinridge in the Ashland 
district, is a native of Scott County, Ky., one 
ofthe wealthiest in the blue grass section, 
and has lived there all his life. He is 
44 pers olf and unmarried. He is 
a graduate of the Columbia Law 
Echool of the class of 1872. Two 
years later he began his political careerin a 
successful race for County Attorney of Scott 
County. He resigned this office and was 
sent to the Legislature for five consecutive 
terms. He was one ot the most influential 
members of the House, and was Speaker at 
the session of 1881-82, He was Democratic 
elector for bis district in 1880, and a delegate 
from the State-at-large to the National 
Democratic Convention tn Chicago in 1892, 
being chosen Temporary Chairman of that 
body. Ue first rau for Congress against Jo- 
seph C. 8. Blackburn in 1882, and has for 
some years been looked uponasthe next in 
line whenever Breckinridge should retire or

Pitehed Battle Between Owen and 
Breckisridge Men. 


VERGAILLES, Ay., Sept. 15.—Out in the Fay- 
wood neighborhood, five miles northeast of

He Gives Bond and Is Released-—It Is 
Charged Thet Hise Shertage Is in Con- 
nection With e Trust Estate That He 
Bas Been Handting—Whaet Cape and 
His Attorney, George R. Lockwood, 
Have to Say. 


Guy Cope, the traveling coliector for Har- 
gadine, McKittrick & Co., wholesale dry 
goods dealers at Eighth street and Washing- 
ton avenue, who was arrested last night 
by Chief of Detectives Desmond 
at the request of the firm on suspicion of 
having embezzled $1,900 which he is said to 
be short, was taken before Chief of Police 
Harrigan this morning and questioned in 
the presence of Mr. John C. Wilkinson, a 
member of the firm of Hargadine, McKittrick 
& Co. 

Mr. Wilkinson stated to a Post- DISPATCH re- 
porter after the interview that Cope had been 
speculating in real estate in the country, and 
had put some money in a mine in Southwest 
Missouri.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


Fate of a Mexice Man While Trying te 
Rescue Horses. 


MEXICO, Mo., Sept. 15.—About 7 o’clock 
last night, during a severe electrical storm 
that visited this seetion, lightning struck a 
barn on the farm of Dr. H. K. Hinde, six 
miles north of town, and entirely consumed 
it, together with four horses. 

Frank Robbins went inside the Darn in an

STANFORD UNIVERSITY. 


President Jerdand Outline ef Improve- 
ments Centem plated. 


Saw Franciso, Cal., Sept. 15.—President 
Jordan of Stanford University has given an 
outline of the improvements codtemplated 
at the university dy Mrs. Stanford as soon as 
the eourtsallow. Uponthe distribution of 
the estate of the late Sermator Stanford about 
$8,000,000 will pass to the university. The re- 
mainder of the estate will come under Mrs. 
Stanfora’s control, which she will devote to 
the institution during her life aad bequeath 


to it at her death. A handsome library build- 
ing, to @ost $150,000, is what Mrs. Sanford 
wishes to commence in the spring. An exact 
duplicate of this building will be built 100 
feet away, to de devoted to a museum and 
laboratories for the Natural History Depart- 
ment. 

These buildings will stand ia front of the 
present quadrangle and if the building plans 
are carried out in future will be connected 
by other bulldings,while a monumental arch 
eighty-six feet high inthe center will con- 
stitute the facade, 1,000 feet long, ofa group 
of buildings and will de part of the outer 
quadrangle which will inciose the present 
one. Other bulidings to be erected area 
memorial chapel, a girls’ dormitory to cest 
$250,000 anda chemical bullding to cost $50, - 
000. Itis proposed that the present facili- 
ties betrebled during the next two years, 
providing accommodations for 2,500 students.

Waco, Tex., Sept. 15.—A deadly street duel 
occurred this morning at Gatesville, the ter- 
minus of the Cotton Belt Railroad, forty- 
three miles west of here, in which three men 
lost their lives.

whose arrest greatly excited the community. 
The crime is one of the most widely discussed 
that ever occurred in the state and since 
its commission great feeling has existed in 
Gatesville.

THE PUBLIO SCHOOL PLANK. 


One of the planks of the platform 
adopted by the conference of labor repre- 
sentatives in New York was the follow- 
ing: 

We imperatively Gemand that sufficient 
accommodation for school children shall be 
provided as one of the most essential means 
of national progress. 

That isa plank which should have a 
place in the platform of every party. It 
embodies a principle upon which every 
voter should stand as the foundation of 
free republican government. It estab- 
lishes the standard by which every official 
connected with the public schools system 
should be judged. 

In the city of St. Louis insufficient ac- 


commodations have been the rule year 


after year. Thousands of children are de- 
prived of proper free school advantages, 
while thousands of dollars are expended 
on fads, frills and School Board favorites. 
The people of St. Louis should mark for 
dismissal every School Director and school 
official who fails to do all in his power to 
secure the paramount object of the public 
school system—a fair opportunity for ev- 
ery child to obtain a common school edu- 
cation. As long as this is not done voting 
money away for educational ornaments 
and jobs is a breach of public trust. 
— — — — 
DO THEY MEAN IT! 

Both the Republican organ and the Re- 
publican boss of this city have demanded 
the vindication of ex-Police Captain Anton 
Huebler by a nomination to a good place 
on the Republican ticket—Sheriff, Clerk of 
the Court of Criminal Correction,: or 
‘‘something equally as good. They 
have denounced Huebler’s taking-off as a 
Democratic partisan outrage which re- 
quires rebuke and compensation to the 
victim at the hands of the Republicans. 
The average politician will not consider 
the case of ex-Capt. Huebler quite so 
pathetic as these high Republican author- 
ities claim itis. Whether his retirement 
was just or unjust, the Police Board got 
rid of himinthe way that was most kind 
and advantageous to him. If he had been 
dismissed after a trial for insubordination 
he would have gone back to private life 
with a blot on his fair record and with- 
out pay. But he was retired on ac- 
count of age, with a pension for 
life of $75 a month. In addition 
to this he has a snug accumulation of 
property, and hence ig far removed from 
distressing poverty. But the Republican 
boss and organ say that Huebler’s case is 
pathetic, and it is the duty of the Repub- 
licans to vindicate him, rectify his wrong 
and take care of bim with a fat office. 

What Boss Filley And the Republican 
organ agree upon ‘‘goes’’ with the local 
Republican party. The small part of the 
organization which does not belong to 
Filley follows the organ. The united de- 
mand of these two is the voice of the 
party. Their promise is its pledge. What 


‘is this pledge of generosity to Huebler 


worth? 

Boss Filley is believed to have some 
definite plans with regard to the offices 
and particularly the shrievalty. Will he 
force Pohlman or another faithful hench- 
man to stand aside for the object of his 
compassion—to vindicate a pensioned of- 
ficial? Willthe Republican organ insist 
that the candidates who have labored for 
a good office shall stand aside or receive 
its condemnation? Brer Filley and the 
organ have never been known to distribute 
the ‘‘loaves and fishes’’ for charity. Will 
they do it this time? 

We shall see whether the boss and the 
organ mean what they say, or are merely 
indulging in pathetic buncombe for po- 
litical effect. 


THE GENERAL WELIARE. 


Under pretence of ‘‘providing for the 
general welfare“ 511, 000, 000 of the people 
money were last year appropriated and 
paid in bounties to 578 producers of cane 
sugar, all living in one small corner of the 
country on the shore of the Gulf of Mexico. 

This was an average of $19,000 for each 
sugar producer, or $58 for each acre of 
land producing sugar cane. The con- 
sumers of sugar not only had to pay for 
this sugar a market price fixed to secure 
tothe New York Sugar Trust an addi- 
tional bounty of $25,000,000 a year, but 
after paying for all the sugar consumed 
they had to pay the rent and labor cost of 
producing the Louisiana sugar crop bo- 
sides. 

Under the same pretense of promoting 


the general welfare §852,000 were paid in 


bounties to seven producers of beet sugar, 
who sotually recelyed e bonus averaging 
$121,714 each for raising sugar to sell at 
the market price. 

Think of paying such immense bounties

pect of ever getting §1,000 ahead while 
they live? 

This sugar bounty was the most infa- 
mous enactmentinthe annals of Ameri- 
can legislation. But it wasa fair sample 
of all protective or ‘‘general welfare’’ 
acts. That is to say, it was a bold robbery 
of the many for the benefit of a powerful 
few, who could control politicians and 
pay for license to plunder the people and 
the public treasury.

When he arrived there and it was found 
that he was suffering withan injury which 
he received six weeks before wilist he was 
attending a pienic near Anna, Ill. The 
treatment which he had received at home 
bad not been effleacious and he concluded to 
come to st. Louis and be cured at the city’s 
expense. 

St. Louis never sends any paupers out of 
town. They are all cared for here, dut other 
cities have a transportation fund which is 
used to send oe away wher they are in 
such a condition that they would come 
permanent pensioners oa the bounty of the 
municipality. 

Dr. Heine Marks, Superintendent of. the 
Oly Hospital, when asked concerning the 
number of foreign pauvers that were treated 
at the City Hospital said: 

**] think that two-thirds of the patients in 
this hospital are persons who are not bona 
Ade citizens of St. Louis. They are sent here 
from other eitiles and as the city does not 
send them away of course they have to be 
cared for at the hospital. 1 under- 
stand that there ig a law relating to 
the transportation of paupers from one 
place to another, but it seems that 
the railroad companies bave established 
the factthat whenaman pays his fare or 
has someone else pay ifforhimhe is not a 
pauper within the meaning of the law. He 
is actually a pauper, however, fur he arrives 
inst. Louls withoutacent. ‘Then he applies 
for relief at the City Dispensary and is sent 
here. This case of Mrs. Keyes is one of the 
plainest cases of one community trylag to 
compel another to support its paupers that 1 
ever saw. Ithink thatthe woman is incur- 
able. She may live twenty years, however, 
and duriag all that time the city of St. Louis 
will be compelled to support her although 
she is not nor never was a citizen of st Louis. 
There should be some legislation that would 
remedy this matter.

Death ef a Federal Ogicerin am Atiempt 
te Raid an Illicit Still.
